Prior to 1894 Antioch had no 
banking facilities but'in that year 
a private banking firm from Ke- 
nosha known as Dan Head & Co. 
established the community's first 
financial organizatoln. 

The interest in the bank was 
purchased by the Meinhardt Bank 
at Burlington and the president 
was Edward Brook. He became 
interested in the Antioch institu- 
tion and in 1897 he purchased the 
interest in the other two banks 
in the Bank of Antioch, 

In 1020 the bank was changed 
from a private institution to a 
state chartered bank and the 
Brook State Bank was born. A 
second bank, the State Bank of 
Antioch, opened its doors in 1003 
and hi 1926 the two banks merged 
into the existing State Bank of 
Antioch.

The campaign is stretching across the Unit- 
ed States and Canada and the program stresses 
wideiLobser_vance-of -common sense rules of good 
driving. • , 

While "Bring ..'Em Back Alive" is primarily 
aimed at the motoring public, it does not pass 
over the concern for pedestrian safety. Pedes- 
trians who annually add to fatality counts, must 
share equally with motorists in responsibility for 
traffic safety. 

The campaign strikes us as a sensible ap- 
proach to holiday highway safety on a number of 
counts: it encourages the individual travel that 
is economically healthy for the state \ it takes into 
consideration our need for recreational outlets 
and our desire to travel about in our free time ; 
and it calls on all of us to be totally responsible 
for ourselves and others on the highway.

President Nixon has announced, 
a vvhnlly new approach to foreign 
aid. In. requesting the ^smallest 
appropria ion in the history of 
tills - prog\nr : lhc~Presidenl— at 
the same^Vne, hns urged legis- 
lation to enable private enter- 
prise to • handle a far greater 
share of foreign aid in .the de- 
veloping nations. ' . 
. The ■ Nixon policy recognizes 
these basic truths: a) Develop- 
ing nations benefit only from 
foreign aid. programs which en- 
courage them to help themselves; 
hi multi-national programs are 
superior to single nation efforts 
and c i private enterprise gen- 
erally accomplishes far greater 
results than can government. 

This new policy relating to for- 
eign aid will probably be accom- 
panied by a reduction in tho 
staffs of some of our overseas 
embassies and missions! Again, 
the purpose of this move will 
be to minimize our presence, and 
lo encourage a ' more active in- 
volvement of the govcrnmenls 
and business communilies in the 
developing nations. This enligh- 
tened change in policy demon- 
strates that several simple mes- 
sages have finally, seeped 
through, namely <1> that people 
will not help themselves as long 
as someone else is assuming their 
responsibilities, and (2) that the 
"big ., brothei'" attitude that has 
characterized American foreign 
aid in the past frequently pro- 
duces antipathy and resentment. 

— The program of private enter- 
prise assistance abroad calls for 
legislation to create an Overseas 
Private Investment Corporation, 
and the appropriation of $75 mil- 
lion to serve as a revolving fund 
to guarantee capital investments. 
This private enterprise effort docs 
not necessarily mean the trans- 
fer of American dollars to foreign 
countries. American concerns 
are able frequently to finance 
foreign operations through use of 
local currencies or credits avail- 
able brother countries. 

President Nixon also has urged 
"strong new emphasis on techni- 
cal assistance". AUcr .recom- 
mending that one-fifth of the total 
foreign aid funds be placed in this 
category, the President declared 
that technical assistance "in- 
cludes the adaptation of U.S. 
technical knowledge to the spe< 
cial needs of poor countries, "the 
I raining.of J heir, people in mod ern j 
skills ... . " These funds will he. 
concentrated in areas of agricul-| 
lure, education, and family plan- 
ning. 

With a smaller foreign aid 
budget than that offered last year 
by President Johnson, it is to be 
hoped nevertheless that the Nixon 
program will result in increased 
benefits to the developing nations.

A Dangerous Bond Issue Proposal 

Illinois faces' a serious road situation, and Governor 
Hlchard Ogilvie has called for a series of taxes to meet the 
need. - 

Because of the headlines about the 2% cent requested 
increase In the gasoline tax, little attention was paid to 
another feature: a call for a massive bond issue of $250 
million per year for a 10-year period to building additional 
highways. '- 

This means at the end of the period an Indebtedness oS 
jtwoand one-half bllHon dollars. '- ^ : ' ' __ £ ^_ 

About a decade a go, the President suggested to Congress : 
that there be a national bond issue for the federal highway 
system, but Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee put up a 
valient fight for a pay-as-you-go plan.- Fortunately for the 
nation, Senator Gore won, and the nation. Is not saddled 
with paying gasoline taxes for interest. 

Interest on an indebtedness of two and one -half billion 
dollars is $150 million a year, calculated at the rate of 6%. 

This is equivalent to 3% cents per gallon tax— solely for 
interest— if the state gets all the money from the tax (and 
non goes to local government). Under the present formula, 
it would .take more than Vh cents per gallon to pay the 
interest. 

The advantage of such a system is that it gets roads built 
now, quickly. Because of the rising costs of construction, it 
gets many of ; them built more economically; 
•But hopefully serious study will be made to alternatives. 

The other practical "advantage" Is, of course, that the 
roads get built now and someone else pays for them later on. 
That has some political pluses, but there is serious question 
whether this is in the long-range public interest. 

Going the route of issuing bonds is a little like walking 
into quicksand: the more you go into it, the deeper you get, 
and its extremely difficult ever to change such a pattern. 

Make no mistake about it. The proposal to issue bonds is 
a major change in the Illinois highway concept. It is a road 
of no return. 

If you want your gasoline taxes to go for building roads 
rather than paying interest, you had belter take a good, 
-hard look at ihc current proposal.

Heporls iinliiate that coho 
haw consistently bren taken 
on bright, flashy spoons and 
spinners. In spring coho schools 
travel Ihe southern end of the 
Lake , providing action from 
around; Rncineyr Wisconsin, 
down through Cbicagoland and 
on up to Benton Harbor, Michi- 
gan. ■ . ' ' 

Wilh the advent of warmer 
temperatures around the mid- 
dle, of June, the coho begin 
migrating out' into .deeper 
waters where it's cooler. In July 
and August I hey start moving 
toward spawning areas on the (& 
north Michigan shoreline. 

Luck so far has been with 
fishermen working from piers, 
flocks,- breakwaters, and river 
hanks at depths of 2 to 5 ft. 
However, one of the mosl pro- 
ductive methods for taking 
coho, particularly in mid-eUm- 
mor. has been trolling at depths 
of from 10 to 20 ft. 

The important thing is tn 
offer lite type of lure that has 
already proved extremely effec- 
tive.

long a favorite for most fishing 
and ono which has accounted 
for thousands of coho. The 
Johnson Sprite has also been 
productive. These forged lures 
are easy to cast because of their

They can, also be 
trolled, if line weights are used, 
without losing their enticing 
wobble. 

Brightly- finished spoons and 
lures resemble a swimming ale- 
wife. And the alewife. which 
abounds in Lake Michigan, is 
the echo's' principal source of 
food. . . 

Most coho have been caught, 
inshore in the early morning 
hours before they move to? 
deeper water, or at dusk. 

If you haven't already given 
the coho tn your area a. try, 
now may be the time to get 
acquainted. No boat? Then get 
up early and- fish a flashy, 
bright lure from shore, pier or 
breakwater. If you want to try 
fishing from a boat, use one 
that's big enough to cope with 
the Lake's moods. 

However you fish for them, 
once you've hauled in your first 
one, you're slated to - become 
another avid "coho convert,"'

Dairymen To 
Fight Big 
Store Chains 

ANTIGO, WIS. - Predicting 
most milk will be processed and 
sold by chain stores if present 
trends continue, A. L. McWil- 
liams, general manager of Pure 
Milk Association, declared here 
that the best way for dairy farm- 
ers to cope with the market power 
of giant multi-market, multi- 
product supermarket processing 
is through a multi-market farmer 
organization. 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the Antigo Milk Products Co- 
operative, McWiliiams said the 
regional organization currently 
being formed as American Milk 
Producers, Inc., can best provide 
dairy farmers with real market 
powcV and keep their business 
from becoming a branch of the 
chain store .grocery business. 

Around 30,000 dairy farmers hi 
a region from Wisconsin and 
Minnesota to Texas have been 
trying to develop this single milk 
marketing organization with its 
vast market^powcr. potential and 
possibilities . for improving - their 
income, McWiliiams pointed out. 



The members of both the Anti- 
go Milk Products Cooperative and 
Pure Milk* Association are among 
the 1 30,000 farmers working for 
this merger. 

"A chain grocery has no tra- 
ditional interest in 'the dairy 
business," McWiliiams said. "It 
would not hesitate ■• to replace 
dairy products with imitations if 
the latter promised higher prof- 
its." 

He declared that a large, re- 
gional merger of dairy farmers 
has far greater potential than a 
federated group for obtaining 
better prices for producers. 

Commenting that some people 
had raised the question as to why 
co-ops with million-dollar invests- 
ments should throw in with non- 
plant co-ops, he emphasized that 
the million-dollar investments arc 
not earning the kind of money 
that the merger can earn. 

".It is one of the sad facts of 
life that many a farmer thinks 
he is belter off getting 10 cents 
more than his neighbor than if 
he and his neighbor both got the 
same price but 25 cents more," 
he -continued. 

"It is estimated that the gain 
in' price through the, regional 
merger could pay-off all of the 
co-op plant investments in one, 
year* - A- 5 -cents- per .hundred- 
weight plant investment could

Vet Training 
Since Korea 
At 1,148,000 

June 1 was the third anniver- 
sary of the Post-Korean G.I. Bill 
education and training program. 

During the past three years, 
more than 1,148,000 veterans and 
83,000. servicemen nationwide en- 
tered training under this program, 
■lorn B. Naser, manager of the 
Chicago Veterans Administration 
Regional Office, said today. 

In Illinois, more than 52,351 
veterans and 2,251 servicemen 
entered training during the past 
three years. Some 28,543 of the 
veterans and 422 of the service- 
men enrolled ..in college-level 
training, the VA Regional Office 
manager pointed out. 

He said that 19,6fiG veterans and 
1.829 servicemen in Illinois en- 
tered schools below the college 
level. 

Naser explained that service- 
men are not' eligible for on-the- 
job training. Thus, all of the 
4,142 on-the-job trainees since 
Oct. 1, 1967, when the benefit 
went into effect, were veterans. 

This spring more than 25,824 
veterans and. 1,320 servicemen in 
Illinois were enrolled in training. 
This. is an all-time high for the 
Jbree-year^ld;-Ppst,JKorean.,G.li 
Bill,: Noser said. . ■•• o.-i 

More " than 14,395 of the , vet- 
erans and 119 of the servicemen 
were enrolled in institutions of 
higher learning. 

Taking below college-level train- 
ing this spring were 8,012 Illinois 
veterans and 1,201 servicemen. ' 

Veterans entered this spring in 
on-the-job training totaled 3A17. 
- To be eligible Tor Post-Korean 
G.I, Bill education and training 
assistance.from the_VA,_ajyeteran 
must have had at least 181 days 
of service, part of which was af- 
ter January 31, 1955, and have 
received an other than dishonor- 
able discharge, Naser said. 

A recent change in the Post- 
Korean G.I. Bill gives a veteran 
one-and-one-half months of edu- 
cational assistance entitlement 
for each month of service. 

However, Naser added, there 
is a maximum of 36 months en- 
titlement except for veterans 
eligible for VA educational aid 
under two or more VA programs 



Crime Rate 
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Public Aid 
Rolls High 
In March

Illinois' public aid rolls reached 
536,850 in March, an increase of 
3,864 over the previous month and 
49,249 higher than a year. ago. 

Public Aid Director Harold O. 
Swank said that increases in the 
aid to dependent children, dis- 
ability assistance and old age as- 
sistance programs more than 
offset a decrease in general as- 
sistance. Blind "assistance was 
unchanged. . 

Total March expenditures were 
$45,384,883, an increase of $3,091- 
675 over February and $11,208,045 
over March 1968.' The latest ex- 
penditures include $620,790 for 
foster care, assistance fo the 
medically indigent in Chicago and 
Cicero, • and burials, and $3,491;- 
.850 to the Department of Mental 
Health for needy, aged patients 
in state hospitals. 

The March caseload included 
405,183 persons on assistance to 
the aged, blind or disabled and 
aid to dependent children re- 
ceiving money grants and eligible 
for medical care; 60,954 eligible 
for medical assistance only, and 
71,613 on ; general assistance. 
Respective figures for February 
were 400,206;- 58,644, and 74,136; 
for March 19C8r^63.0I4; 51,622, 
and 72,966. 

The 60,054 persons eligible for 
medical assistance only, up 1,410 
over February, are included in 
the trends of the individual pro- 
grams which follow. The March 
cost was $8,362,181. 

The aid to dependent children 
program served 355,283 persons in 
March, an_inerease.of_5.92 3 over 
February and 44,369 higher than 
in March 1968. Expenditures 
were-$21,859,470-in-February, an 
average of $61.53 per person; 
$21,129,959 in February, and $16,- 
766,170 in March 1968. 

Old age assistance .helped 63,51 D 
persons, 37 more than in Febru- 
ary and 597 more than a year 
ago. Expenditures in March 
were $10,020,411, an average of 
$157.76; $8,085,687 in February, 
and $7,456,560 in March 1968. 

Blind assistance numbered 1,999 
persons in March,, the same as the 
previous month and 77 less than 
a year ago. Expenditures were

Naser explained that VA educa- 
tional assistance under the three- 
year-old Post-Korean G.I. Bill 
ranges from a monthly allowance 
of $130 or more (depending upon 
the number of dependents) for 
full-time institutional training to 
payment of only the actual cost 
of correspondence courses. 

Veterans who have not com- 
pleted high 'school may receive 
full VA educational asssitancc 
while earning their high school 
diploma without having any of 
this tune charged to their maxi- 
mum entitlement to follow-on 
college training, Naser empha- 
sized. 

He urged all veterans inter- 
ested in Post-Korean. G.I. Bill 
education and training to contact 
the Chicago VA Regional Office. 
And he reminded Post-Korean 
and Viet-Nam era veterans in 
Illinois that they must complete 
their training by May 31, 1974, or 
eight years after separation from 
service, whichever is later.
